Lack of Dramatic Scenes 
and Melodramatic Touches 
Make Play Ineffective

|£EITH WINTER took 

old eternal triangle theme, 
added a touch of melodrama and 
a set of brittle dialogues about 
the weather, and jokingly said 
that the result was a play called 
the "Shining Hour." The McGill 
Players' Club carried the joke 
even further last week when 
they put on the "Shining Hour" in 
Moyse Hall. 

For a joke it most certainly is. The 
"Shining Hour" is no more a play 
than is any musical revue, and it 
hasn't even the music to make up 
lor its failings. It is merely a set 
of disjointed conversations hinged 
about the famous "triangle-self 
sacrificing wife" redundancy which 
haunts 50 per cent, of all dramatic 
failures, and featuring poor dialogue 
and weak humour. . 

CHARACTERS UNREAL. 

The characters are unreal, their 
actions decidedly unconvincing, 
they sit around discussing their 
emotions, rather than portraying 
them. There are no dramatic 
scenes, and even the melodramatic 
touches are ineffective, so poorly is 
the play written. Mr. Winter, it is 
true, improves with experience; the 
third act would be almost passable, 
if it were not for the two preceding 
ones. But the first two are dreary 
and uninteresting; the players mere- 
ly talk at each other, drink tea, and 
otherwise amuse themselves in the 
traditional manner of the English. 

Only brilliant technique in the 
direction and acting could have 
saved the "Shining Hour," and that 
• brilliant technique was obviously 
missing. It was impossible to be- 
come excited about the play itself, 
and both Director Wayte and the 
cast showed this. There was no 
unity about the production; all six 
characters merely gave the impres- 
sion that they were waiting for cues 
to go on wjlh their individual parts, 
rather than participating in the 
play. • It is true that the general 
dreariness of Winter's work was not 
conducive to enthusiasm, but never- 
theless the direction should have at 
least tried to instill some. 

WHITLEY STARS. 

Theré were some bright points. 
Barbara Whiteley was perfectly 
cast in the role of Hannah Linden, 
the faithful housekeeper- who re 
alizes just what the introduction of 
Mariella to the Lindens is going to 
do to the happy household. Rupert 
Murrill, too, is convincing as the 
middle-aged Henry Linden, al- 
thoug his characterization is the 
customary one of the English coun 
try gentleman. 

Dorothy Bennett's self-sacrificing 
Judy Linden was hampered by the 
fact that the author himself was 
unable to make this part true to 
life, but she did her best under the 
circumstances, and made it a little 
more convincing than it might 
otherwise have been. 

Julia Hackett, in her role as Mar 
iella, turned in a perfect portrait 
^ of the sweet young thing. The un- 
fortunate part was that Mariella 
should by no means be a sweet 
young thing, but a mature, most 
individual woman. This, too, Is 
probably the fault of the direction. 
■■ PARTS MISCAST. 

The remaining two characters 
were obviously miscast Stephen 
McNutt, as David, the romantic 
hero, was far too immature. The 
part itself was poor, but even if it 
had not been, McNutt's voice would 
still have been too young to give 
it the appearance of reality. George 
.Clarke, playing the role of the 20' 
year-old lover, seemed to be ap 
proximately five years too young. 

That bit of doggerel about the

First Reunion Dinner At- 
tended by Many Past As- 
sociates of Corps 



«J AM a believer in the C.O.T.C. 

for three reasons," said Sir Ed- 
ward Beatty, C.B.E., in presenting 
trophies to officers of the C.O.T.C. 
on Friday night. "It is good for the 
Country; it is good for the Uni- 
versity; and it is good for your- 
selves." It was the first Reunion 
Dinner of pre-war, war-time and 
post-war members of the McGill 
University Contingent of the Can- 
adian Officers' Training Corps and 
was held at the McGill Union. 

The Chancellor was convinced 
that there was little essential dif- 
ference between the virility and 
strength of character of the pio- 
neers and that of the Canadians of 
today. He said that he wished to 
be associated with the remarks of 
Brigadier Alexander and Major 
Kemp. Referring to Brig. Alexan- 
der's remarks on the role of the 
C.O.T.C. in training for leadership, 
Sir Edward said that Canada was 
short of leaders and he pointed out 
that inefficient democracies invited 
Fascism. He added that Canada 
must look to the Universities for 
leaders and that, more and more, 
were Canada's leaders coming from 
from such places, 

. SUPPORT PROMISED 

Sir Edward said that the Univer- 
sity would give the C.O.T.C. all the 
financial support that its funds will 
permit, and all the dignity that the 
senate will allow. 

Brigadier R. O. Alexander, D.S.O., 
District Officer Commanding Mili- 
tary District No. 4, who presented 
certificates to successful candidates 
of last March's examinations, assur- 
ed the older members of the Corps 
that the army of today is very much 
different from the old days. Pro- 
motions are given on merit and' 
considerable jumping has occurred 
during the last several years. High 
standards of education are required 
for admittance to the Permanent 
Force. For instance, Junior Ma- 
triculation is required even for a 
private in the Royal Canadian Corps 
of Signals. 

Of the enormous number of 
candidates who present themselves 
as candidates for entry to the Per- 
manent Force an alarmingly high 
percentage are physically unfit. 

"In these days of electrical inter- 
national affairs, we cannot possibly 
ignore the defence forces. After 
all, we are an exporting nation and 
the economic boundaries of Canada 
are far beyond the geographic 
boundaries. God forbid that we 
should be at war again, but we 
must be prepared to face any 
eventuality. 

"The great problem of the world 
today is to find leaders and, for 
these, we must turn to the Univer- 
sities. Therein lies the chief 
importance of the C.O.T.C." 

FALLEN COMRADES. 
A silent toast was drunk to fallen 
comrades after a piper had played 
the lament. 

The Pipe Band was in attendance 
during the dinner,, which was car- 
ried on with full traditional cere- 
monies.

Backstage, in her dressing-room 
while removing her make-up after 
the show, Miss Leontovich sent her 
love to "your McGill students and 
professors." "I," she said, "was so 
eager to go on the stage, that I 
could not wait to finish my last 
year at high school in Russia. In- 
stead, I immediately entered a 
drama-school where I underwent 
rigorous technical training for three 
years." She pointed out that this is 
not the only way of becoming an 
actor, since in America there are 
great stars who have had no such 
formal education. 

GIVES ADVICE. 
"If you want to be something, 
whatever it is, from actor to en- 
gineer, you have to go right at it 
with all your heart," she continued. 
"You must be determined to over- 
come all difficulties, even opposi- 
tion from the family." Miss Leonto- 
vich always wanted to become an 
actress, although she came from a 
military family, none of whom had 
ever been on the stage. 

She said that she found Ameri- 
cans very sympathetic. "As an 
audience, they seem to reach out 
and get the subtlest points. This 
induces spontaneity in the actors 
who depend completely on the mood

RADIO'S FUTDRE 
GROWTH PREDICTED 



Development in Realm 
Television Shown 



of 



Various Methods for Pre- 
paration of Play Produc- 
tion Were Outlined 



DELIEF in the future progress of 
radio was expressed by Christo- 
pher Ellis, speaking before the Mac- 
cabean Circle yesterday afternoon; 
The possibilities have scarcely been 
touched, stated the speaker, espe- 
cially in the realm of television. 
Interest in television is less evident 
here than in England, where they 
have some 3,000 private television 
receiving sets. Mr. Ellis is divided 
in his praise of television, since, as 
things are now, radio forces people 
to use their imagination. 

During his address he outlined the 
methods of- preparing a play for 
production, stressing, at the same 
time, for the benefit of any budding 
authors, that radio dialogue must be 
brief. First a rehearsal is held 
without a microphone, then the 
next day there is one with the mike, 
during which the timing is checked 
and Anally there is a last rehearsal 
to check evérything. A big pro 
gramme, stated the speaker, may 
take as. many as fifteen hours' re 
hearsal. 

Some embarrassing statements 
which have been made on broad- 
casts were mentioned by Mr. Ellis. 
For instance, there was the an- 
nouncer on the Rupert beer pro- 
gram who announced: "And now 
Rupert's Reer is on the air." 

Closer co-operation between news- 
papers and radio in news-casts is 
much to be desired, declared the 
speaker, but, unfortunately, there is 
much competition between the two, 
even where the two are part of the 
same business. 



Democracy Threatened as 
Homes Raided— Books 
Destroyed 

tt'J'HE battle we are fighting 
against the Padlock Laws 
has its importance not only in 
Quebec but throughout Canada," 
declared R. L. Calder, K.C., at 
the first conference meeting of 
the Canadian Civil Liberties 
Union, on Saturday afternoon. 
The meeting was held in the 
Mechanics' Institute and was attend 
ed by delegates from almost every 
social group in Montreal which Is 
interested in the abolition or amell 
oration of the Padlock Act. The 
speaker declared that they seemed 
to have the. support of most of the 
English-speaking population of the 
province and that the press has in< 
dicated the arousal of Canadian 
sentiment all over the Dominion. 

Following the introductory speech 
by the Chairman, a report on the 
work of the Union was presented 
atong with a short history of the 
Padlock Act. The law came into 
force in March, 1936, without any 
warning, and its announcement 
aroused the public into a bewilder' 
ed consciousness of its injustice. 
The speaker then gave a summary 
of the clauses of the act. It de^ 
clares that it is illegal for any per 
son to propagate Communism or 
Bolshevism; that it is unlawful and 
punishable by imprisonment for 
term of from three to twelve 
months to publish or distribute ar- 
ticles or papers propagating Com' 
munism or Bolshevism; that any 
council of authority may seize and 
confiscate such literature as it 
thinks unfit. 

DEMOCRACY THREATENED. 

The effects of these laws have 
proved a definite threat to democ- 
racy both in the community and the 
province. There have been raids 
on various homes and offices; the 
premises have been ransacked al 
most beyond recognition; books of 
a purely literary value have been 
destroyed and even portraits of such 
people as Karl Marx have been re- 
moved and confiscated. 

Mr. Calder went on to say that 
there is a clause in- the B.N.A. Act 
which says that the Federal Houses 
have the power to disallow an act 
passed by the Provincial House if it 
conflict with the policy of the Gov' 
ernment. He gave an example of this 
by explaining the repeal of certain 
banking laws in Alberta; and de- 
clared that the Civil Liberties 
Union intended to send a delega 
tion of this kind to Ottawa to de- 
mand a disallowance of the' Pad' 
lock Act.

FAR EAST 

gHANGHAI.— The most sensational 
international incident since the 
Sino-Japanese war began occurred 
at Wuhu this morning at 8.15 
o'clock- when Japanese machine- 
guns opened fire upon 'four British 
vessels, killing one enlisted man of 
the British navy and wounding sev- 
eral others, H.M.S. Ladybird and 
H.M.S. Bee were inexplicably the 
targets of Japanese gunfire as was 
the Jardine Matheson Company's 
river steamer Suiwo, and Butter- 
field and Swire's tug Tsingtah which 
at the time was carrying up the 
river Britain's Consul H. L Pride- 
aux-Brune and the British Military 
Attache W. A. Lovat-Fraser, H.M.S. 
Ladybird sustained four direct hits 
from Japanese field batteries. One 
sailor was killed and one was seri- 
ously wounded. Details are not 
available but Japanese headquarters 
in Shanghai are in great consterna- 
tion, but permitting Japanese cor- 
respondents or. news agencies to 
cable anything to Tokyo pending, 
explanations. ,; ■ ' • - •

SHIPWRECK 

jygANILA.— Aid reached the ship- 
wrecked passengers of the 
Dollar liner President Hoover yes- 
terday, when the United States 
destroyers Barker and Alden, buck- 
ing heavy seas and high winds, ar- 
rived at Holshoto Island, off the 
Formosan East coast. 

Conditions at the scene remained 
undisclosed to the outside world 
because of the silence maintained 
by ships there, but the passengers, 
presumably numbering 380 to 400, 
were known to be ashore on Hois- 
hoto and a neighboring island, 
Hayake. 

Last available reports indicated 
the $8,000,000 liner, which ran onto 
Hoishoto's rocks early Saturday 
morning, was leaking in her three 
forward holds, which contained 90 
per cent, of her 7,000-ton cargo. 

At Dollar Line headquarters in 
San Francisco, Hugh McKenzie, 
company executive, said the Dollar 
steamship President McKinley also 
had reached the scene; that the 
Canadian Pacific liner Empress of 
Asia and three tugs were on the 
way, and there was no sickness or 
injury among the passengers. "■'

jf_JENDAYE, Franco-Spanish Fron- 
tier.— The Spanish Insurgent 
armies yesterday launched the long- 
awaited general offensive, Insurgent 
authorities announced at Irun. They 
struck simultaneously on the To- 
ledo, Brunete and .Teruel fronts. 

An Insurgent communique an- 
nounced the Government lines had 
collapsed under the offensive, which 
hit "like a bolt of lightning." 

"The Reds (Government) were 
unable to resist the attacks," the 
Insurgents declared. 

The offensives at Brunete and 
Toledo were directed at Madrid, 
Spain's long-besieged capital, while 
the drive on the Teruel front faced 
toward Valencia. 

Insurgent dispatches reported 
yesterday massed air fleets totalling 
270 warplanes clashed over the 
Saragossa civil war front in one of 
the greatest air battles in history. 

In accounts of Friday's spectacu- 
lar engagement in the clouds now 
reaching the border, Insurgents said 
25' Government planes were shot 
down, and. only one Insurgent plane 
was lost.

Hon. C. D. Howe, Minister of 
Transport, and Gladstone Murray, 
general manager of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation, took part 
in the inaugural ceremonies. An 
augmented symphony orchestra un- 
der the direction of Jean Marie 
Beaudet featured the opening of 
the new station. 

Mr. Lapointe, speaking from his 
native Quebec City, first congratu- 
lated Mr. Gladstone Murray on his 
initiative in creating the new sta- 
tion to serve French-Canadians and 
declared that this was the first 
step of the corporation's manager 
toward fulfilment of his policy to 
afford French-Canadians a day and 
night broadcasting, service which 
would meet their demands.

Chemistry students gain practical 
knowledge in the laboratory. Medical 
students meet everyday problems in hospi- 
tal clinics. Geology students learn to 
distinguish rocks on field survey trips. In 
other words, students in some courses are 
being taught not only by books and lec- 
tures, but also by on-the-scene methods. 

by cannot this practice be expanded to 
include most subjects — subjects which are 
generally regarded as being "purely arts" 
or "theoretical"? Why cannot we use as 
laboratories-ï-museums, industrial plants, 
libraries, courts, etc.? 

Off-campus study has recently been 
reported highly successful by American 
educationalists who have adapted "field 
trips" to certain courses. Economics 
Btudents areitakcn-to industrial plants and 
finance centres, history students find new 
•material in museums and libraries, 
sociology students see real-life drama in 
municipal courts, and psychology students 
study human behaviour in hospitals and 
institutions. Similarly, other courses find 
other practical fields. 

This is what one authority says: 
"Through fièld trips, student work takes 
on a reality and we are able to break down 
some academio isolation. Students come 
out of the Ivory Towers where scholars 
are accused of living unreal lives and they 
are brought in touch with the active world. 
As a result their work is enriched, their 
horizons broadened, their ambitions stimu- 
lated and they achieve a far more natural 
i adjustment to their environment." 
\ We at McGill are more fortunate than 
most collège students. Our University is 
situated in the heart of a great city that 
j< contains the plants, museums, and institu- 
tions necessary for such "field trips." We 
should take advantage of our position, and 
supplement our theoretical work with first- 
hand information.

MUSIC 



Stassevitch and Brahms. 

QN Friday evening Paul Stassevitch, 
distinguished conductor of the New 
York Civic Orchestra, whose magnificent 
reading of the Beethoven Ninth here last 
season remains a cherished memory, re 
turned to conduct the fourth in this season's 
concerts by the orchestra of Les Concerts 
Symphoniques de Montreal. Mr. Stasse 
vitch revealed his fine musicianship in & 
program which included three works by 
Emmanuel Bach, Roger-Ducasse and 
Liadpff , all new to Montreal audiences, and 
two better-known works of Brahms and 
Tschaikowsky. 

A mighty intellect, a brilliant crafts 
man, an impassioned singer — such was 
Brahms; no symphonist but Beethoven so 
great bèfore his 'day, none but Sibelius 
since. To have remained untouched by 
all the tempting influences of his day— the 
enormous orchestra, the brilliant new 
chromatic harmonies, the unrestrained 
portentous thunderings of the romantics — 
to have had the courage to spurn all these 
temptations to adopt the older forms he 
knew and loved was Brahms's triumph, 
His four symphonies reveal with what great 
power and inventiveness he used these 
forms. 

The Third Symphony in F Major, 
which was played on Friday evening, 
reaches the height of intellectualism in 
music. It is absolute music of the purest 
form, and the commentators who have 
tried to read some program or motive in 
it might well be silent. Contrasting moods 
are present; the opening heroic sweep soon 
blends into sadly retrospective themes, and 
in the final movement, the austere, fore- 
boding F minor passage gives way to the 
brighter ending in the major key. The 
effect is truly great; what it signifies 
remains for us to feel. To one it may 
mean joy and sadness, to another light and 
darkness, to a third peace and strife; to 
each his own subjective interpretation. 
Such is the power of great absolute music. 

Tschaikowsky, whose fantasia-over- 
ture, "Romeo and Juliet", received a fine 
performance, was a contemporary of 
Brahms, but was unlike that master, a true 
child of his age— a fervent, deeply 
emotional romantic. The overture pur- 
ports to be a musical interprétation of 
Shakespeare's play. The solemn Friar 
Laurence theme, the spirited quarrel music, 
and the exquisitely poignant love and death 
motive wérè brought out in all their glory 
on Friday evening. 

Mr. Stassevitch began the concert with 
a most spirited performance of the "Con- 
certo Grosso in D Major" by Philipp 
Emmanuel Bach, second of Johann 
Sebastién's ' twenty children, and perhaps 
more important historically, for his con- 
tribution to the early development of the 
sonata-form, than musically. 

"Kikimora"; a vivid and picturesque 
légende .by Liadoff was well received. 
Illustrating a fantastic Russian tale, the 
music is replete with novel tonal effects, 
ending with a charming single piccolo note 
that always appeals. "Sarabande", a 
symphonic poem for orchestra and chorus 
by the contemporary French composer, 
Rogér-Ducasse, seemed upon first hearing, 
colorful and original enough, but otherwise 
rather unimpressive. 

The orchestral tone wâs extremely big 
on' Friday night, but fine balance prevailed. 
The spacious platform and the good 
acoustics at Plateau Hall help the orchestra 
to do its very best, and Mr. Stassevitch 
took full advantage of its possibilities, 
giving us a really splendid concert.

A RMED with the new technicolor 
process, an old square-rigger, 
a typhoon, a beautiful girl, a 
mysterious uncharted island, and 
an actor of unusual talent, Ebb-tide 
has all the weapons which tend to 
make it a better-than-average 
photoplay. 

For the success of the film we 
are indebted largely to Oscar Ham 
olka, a Swedish actor lent to Holly- 
wood by the Gaumont Corporation 
of England.

MARRIAGE COURSE 



Fourteen college years ago a 
group of seniors visited the Presi- 
dent of North Carolina asking for 
a course to be offered that would 
help them prepare for marriage. 
And they didn't mean a course in 
sociological theories as to the origin 
of marriage or a course revolving 
about discussions of the history of 
marriage, either. What they wanted 
was a course which would treat the 
essential and ever-present problems 
of marriage. 

So often had those men making 
this request heard that the purpose 
of college education was to prepare 
for life that they thought they were 
merely calling the Administration's 
attention to a point in which the 
curriculum was weak. 

Though it required a gigantic for- 
ward step in the curricular policy,— 
so well was their case presented, 
and so important did their proposal 
seem, that those students got their 
marriage course. 

Matrimony in the curriculum of 
the. University of North Carolina 
meant a great deal. It meant break- 
ing through academic tradition at a 
point where it. was enforced by an 
ancient social taboo — the last ob- 
struction separating the college pro> 
gram from a complete contact with 
the careers of the students. The stu- 
dents had little idea of the widen- 
ing effect of their marriage course 
on the curriculum, nor did they 
know that what they sought was an 
innovation as a content of instruc- 
tion. 

Now after fourteen yéars of ex- 
perience in the teaching of the mar- 
riage' course accompanied by con- 
siderable modification and adjust- 
ment, it proves one of the most 
popular in the curriculum. Some of 
the general topics which it treats 
are "Courtship," "Choice of a Mate," 
"Engagement," "Finances," "Mari- 
tal Adjustment," 'Birth Control," 
'Divorce," and so on v 

As many as thirty students have 
taken the course without asking for 
credit and as many more have in- 
cluded it in their schedule though 
they did not have time to do the 
necessary reading, and were willing 
at the same time to take the lower 
grade. The amount of correspon- 
dence with those in charge of the 
course has been astonishing, and 
general college interest everywhere 
shown, make the institution of the 
marriage course one of the more 
outstanding curricular modifications 
of recent years.

URLINGTON, VT., December 10,

—Paced by big Anse Belardinelli, 
the University of Vermont team 
took the measure of the McGill 
Senior cage squad, 41-29, on Friday 
night Belardinelli, who had a field 
day, acocunted for nineteen of his 
team's points, while Beauchemln 
helped him materially tallying 
eleven times. On the offensive for 
the Red team, Neville Wykes and 
Johnny Shipley were the m09t 
prolific scorws getting thirteen and 
eight points respectively. 

The deciding factor in the re- 
sult, however, was the State team's 
ability to sink their free shots 
while McGill seemed woefully weak 
in this department. The Blue and 
Gold quintet tallied nine times out 
of twelve tries from the fifteen- 
foot j line and the Red standard 
bearers only made three out of 
nine. Another telling factor in the 
game was the small floor of the 
gym 'and the unfamiliar zone de- 
fense that the Red team had to 
cope with. Nowhere in Montreal do 
the boys get a chance to play 
against this type of game, and con- 
sequently, they had a hard time fig- 
uring it out.
